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Raise the numbers involved 
in volunteering and community 
activity in poor 
neighbourhoods. 

Increase the viability of 
community groups and 
services they deliver.

A short summary 

Over the last year and half 
the Government’s Social 
Exclusion Unit has been 
putting out a number of very 
significant reports. These 
reports are called Policy 
Action Team or ‘PAT reports. 

They are all part of the Governments 
vision of working Towards a National 
Strategy for Neighbourhood Renewal’. 
For some working in the community 
these reports have raised issues long 
overdue for discussion. They have 
also shown that these issues are 
being taken very seriously at a 
national level. 

There are 18 reports covering a huge 
range of issues which all contribute 
to the plan for Neighbourhood 
Renewal. Each one is called by its 
number - so you get ‘PAT 1’, ‘PAT 2’ 
etc. Each report discusses the key 
issues under its theme, gives 
examples of good practice (PAT 9 
mentions the local ‘Divert Trust’ 
project!) and suggests actions for the 
way forward. Each report has gone 
out for consultation and 
recommendations from all of the PAT 
reports will be included in a final action 
plan. The Government intention is 
that this plan will frame work in this 
area over the next ten years. 

PAT 9 “Community 

Self-Help”

In his Ministerial Foreword Paul 
Boateng says the Government 
endorses the report's affirmation of 
the importance of community self- 
help in tackling social exclusion and 
we comes the general thrust of the 
report as outlined in the final chapter.

Chapter 5: An action plan for 
community self-help. 

Key recommendations: 

1. Funding to local ethnic groups 
should 'enable these organisations to 
serve the whole community, not a 
particular ethnic group alone.' 2. The 
48-hour period should be extended 
to one week for people engaged in 
community and voluntary activity. 

3. The Active Community Unit, should 
take a strategic role in developing 
government policy on volunteering 
and community involvement. Working 
with the Departmnent of Environment, 
Transport and Regions and Local 
Government Association it should 
prepare guidance for both local 
authorities and communities on the 
production of long-term locality plans. 

4. The ACU should lead on the 
development of a programme of 
community technical assistance 
vouchers to help provide community 
groups with easy access to technical 
and managerial assistance. 

5. More funding for mentoring/buddy 
type programrnes and peer support 
networks. 

6. 'Neighbourhood Endowment Funds' 
should be established for the 
community to allocate as it wishes - 
to be piloted initially through New Deal 
for Communities on a revenue basis 
- funded throuoh NDC. 

The report team believes that 
implementation of its 
recommendations would result in a 
major increase in the quality and 
quantity of community self-help 
activity, and a major step forward 
towards the achievement of healthy, 
self-confident, self-sufficient and 
renewed communities. 

The report is a very interesting read 
for anyone working in the community 
or in neighbourhood renewal. 


Chapter 3; The benefits of community 
self-help. Vital that strong links be 
established between self-help and 
regeneration. 


The consultation process has just 
finished but it is well worth trying to 
get hold of a copy of the report prior 
to the final Action Plan being 
completed. This final Plan is expected 
to be out before the end of the year.

TVie Partnership Council was 
established with the purpose of 
demonstrating that given the 
opportunity tbTere were people in 
the resident, business, voluntary 
and public sectors who could work 
together and make better use of 
public money by designing 
services which were informed by 


local realities. The Partnership 
Council’s custodianship of URBAN 
demonstrates that this is possible. 
That the Action Plan put together 
by the local community could be 
delivered and that the projects 
designed by participants were 
better suited to local conditions 
and were more effective. 





The URBAN programme was 
committed in December 1999 and 
whilst the programme has until 2001 
to run the Partnership Council Board 
have been asking themselves the 
hard question ‘Is there life for the 
Partnership Council after URBAN’. 
We do not assume that just because 
the organisation was established it 
has a right to continue. To justify 
public funding the organisation, its 
participants and its partners need tc 
be convinced that the organisation 
has a role to play in improving the 
quality of life for local people. 

The Partnership Council currently 
seeks to do this by bring a wide cress 
section of people together locally tc 
identify our needs, priorities and 
aspirations for local services and by 
challenging those of us who live locally 
to take our share of the responsibility 
for building our community. These 
strateoies are then used to chalienae. 
change and influence service deliver/. 
This was relatively easy with URBAN 
because the Partnership Council had 
control over, and responsibility for. 
half the funding. It could therefore 
ensure that no money was allocatec 
for a project that had not been 
identified by the local community as 
a priority. However, post URBAN, 
local strategies can only be effective 
if partner organisations are willing tc 
commit themselves to impiementinc 
some of the actions and priorities they 
identify. ^

The Partnership Council has always 
prided itself for ‘telling it like it is’. At the 
moment we are not clear what the future 
will hold. We hope to be in a position to 
do so before the end of this year. This 
will ensure that the organisation has a 
year to develop, with you, a forward 
strategy and to ensure that the lessons 
learned over the last five years continue 
to make a contribution to our community 
long after the URBAN programme. 

In the short term the Partnership 
Council Board is looking at a number 
of opportunities to continue this role 
have been discussed. 

Community Planning 

Community Planning forms part of 
the Government's local governance 
agenda. The idea is that local 
communities will be part of setting 
out their needs, aspirations and 
priorities under themes. These 
themes incorporate all the services 
which are provided to the local 
community not just those related to 
the environment. The Partnership 
Council staff team is planning to 
work closely with the Area 4 Co¬ 
ordinator in order to develop the 
framework and plot into it existing 
consultation work. 

SRB 6: Local Learning Strategy 


As part of its role in the Strategic 
Alliance the Partnership Council will 
have the responsibility, with other 
local partners such as LEARN, to 
facilitate the development of a Local 
Learning Strategy to inform the 
priorities and actions funded in the 
SRB 6 programme. 

New Deal for Communities. 

Discussion on the relationship with 
New Deal for Communities 
programme is currently happening, 
through the process identified by 
Enterprise Pic, with members of the 
Partnership Council and New Deal 
interim Partnership. 


Council's approach represents a 
“meticulous approach to involving 
local people". However, the 
mechanisms for engagement and 
involvement have weaknesses. 

Sustaining involvement over time is 
difficult and so is the balance 
between sharing power and sharing 
responsibility. The Partnership 
Council is proposing to hold an event 
in which these discussions on local 
engagement and involvement are 
held and examples of other best 
practice from around the country 
are showcased. The purpose of the 
event would be to identify 
sustainable mechanisms through 


which to engage residents in the 
process of regenerating their 
communities. 

The outcome of the current 
evaluation and discussions is far 
from certain and could range from 
the ending of the organisation to it 
widening its remit to cover the whole 
of Area Four. The funding sources 
and strategies will be dependent on 
this role. So overall things are going 
to be very interesting over the 
coming months. Hopefully whatever 
happens the work and principles 
behind the Partnership Council will 
continue to move ever onward and 
upward.

COMMUNITY PLANNING - PART OF A 
BIGGER PICTURE 

You may have recently read about or 
actually participated in one of the community 
planning days that the Partnership Council 
have been organising with the help of the 
City Council, New Deal for Communities 
and consultants John Thompson & Partners. 
So far three ‘hands on’ planning days have 
been held in Hyson Green, New Basford 
and Forest Fields with corresponding 
outreach sessions concentrating on 
particular groups or focussing on specific 
sites such as Basford Gas works. 

Feedback sessions have also been held to 
present the views and ideas gathered so 
far to local residents. The general idea is 
to attempt to generate some momentum 
so that by the end of the process we will 
have engaged with a cross section of the 
community and begun to involve some of 
the other people who matter such as 
developers, housing associations and 
relevant City Council departments. 

Soon, two hands on planning sessions will 
also have taken place in Radford and we 
will then be moving on to a big event where 
everyone involved in the process so far will 
meet to come up with a vision for the area 
and decide on which ideas should be taken 
forward to be developed into major projects. 

It would be fair to say that so far the process 
has not been easy. For one thing many 


local people tend to feel that they have 
been consulted to death and that their views 
are rarely listened to or responded to with 
appropriate action. We are also learning 
ourse ves about what works and what 
doesn’t during the planning days. It is also 
frustrating for everyone when a simple good 
suggestion can, through no ones fault, end 
up taking a long time to actually happen. 

Part of the rationale of this process is to 
identify problem areas or opportunities for 
change that could be tackled using avalible 
funding such as URBAN/Retail Renaissance 
or possibly New Deal for Communities. For 
example we need to hear where street 
lighting is poor, where new pedestrian 
crossings should be located, and which 
green spaces need improving. 

As a member of the steering group 1 am 
very keen for this process to produce some 
early wins so that people can actually see 
something happening as a result of their 
Darticipation. The good news is that at the 
Hyson Green event in February it was 
suggested that the sunken garden at the 
corner of Gregory Boulevard and Radford 
Road should be raised and improved: this 
is now to go ahead alongside new festive 
lights for Radford Road and access 
improvements to Hyson Green library. 

Our Community planning process, although 
ver 7 local in its scope and environmental 
in its focus does fit in to a bigger picture. 
Currently the City Council is producing a 
citywide community plan or ‘Local Plan’, 


which is out for consultation at the moment. 
The issues covered reflect very closely the 
ones we are raising and discussing at our 
events: What should be built on 'brownfield' 
sites such as Basford Gasworks, how to 
get maximum use of green spaces, 
improving transport links and access to 
health provision and redeveloping derelict 
sites to produce sustainable and balanced 
communities. 

As an aid to the Community Planning 
process the City Council is also working to 
involve the Area Committees. Going Four 
wards committee (Radford, Forest. Lenton 
and Robin Hood wards) will have to have 
produced an action plan by April 2001. 
Partnership Council representatives are 
currently in discussions with the area co¬ 
ordinator as to how our community planning 
process can feed into and link up with thefr 
process to avoid overlaps and produce a 
really good Community Plan for the area 
which all relevant City Council departments 
will sign up to and take action on. 

We will hopefully be making a presentation 
of the results of our Community planning 
process to November area committee.

/hile it is understandable it is also 
lamaging. 

because many of the opinions we hold 
ire not based on direct experience but 
)n the preconceptions from the outside 
ind past experience of other events. 

\/lyths gather currency as they are 
Dassed around from one to another with 
10 one stopping to check the facts. 
Some of the rumors become part of the 
established community fokeiore and 
then become accepted as statements 
of fact. 

Why does this matter? It matters 
because it prevents people getting 
involved. It also undermines the hard 
work and effort of those who do get 
involved. For the Partnership Council 
this matters because as the decisions 
about funding, policy and action are 
made by participating members nothing 
can be achieved unless people get 
involved. 


The Partnership Council has tried to 
counter the problem by striving, from 
the very beginning, to be accountable. 
All minutes, reports, evaluations, 
budgets, and decisions are open to 
scrutiny. If a decision is taken by the 
Board it tries to communicate the 
reasons behind that decision as well as 
the decision itself. This however has 
little effect if peopie simply regard such 
honest attempts at transparency and 
accountability as just part of the public 
relations. 

The challenge facing all of us who might 
have a tendency to be cynics is to 
become sceptics instead. Sceptics are 
people who can be distrustful but who, 
instead of doing nothing, seek the truth 


by challenging and questioning and 
getting involved. If you think our stated 
values and practice are nothing more 
than words on a page then challenge 
us. Ask us. Or, if you think we could be 
doing better or differently, help us do it. 


In the wider context if you hear a njmour 
check the facts. This way perhaps we 
will ail be able to determine what is myth 
and what is fact.

The Partnership Council’s Working 
Group 2 is now working up to speed 
and starting its series of projects. The 
first round of ‘Creative Grants’ has 
happened with 9 projects applying. 

The Group agreed two, agreed 2 more 
subject to details, asked for clarification 
on two before making any decision 
and turned down three. 

Now work is starting on a ‘Comedy 
Project’ and ‘Public Art Project’ for 
the areas of Hyson Green, Radford 
and Forest Fields/New Basford. 

The objectives of both projects are to 
change perceptions about the areas 
and to generate a feeling of pride for 
inner-city life and to encourage 
personal development and the creation 
of partnerships between professionals 
and local people. 

The Comedy project is making 
available £8,000 to organisations who 
work in, or have regular contact with 
the area. Groups do not have to have 
fully formed ideas at this stage, but 
any group with an interest in delivering 
a comedy project should express their 
interest now. 

The chosen project will need to satisfy 
certain criteria including the need for 
a local focus, the involvement of local 
residents, promotion of pride and 
image, and an impact on and benefit 
to a wider community. Innovative ideas 
are encouraged and there are no limits 
on the scale or style of the work. The 
deadline for applications is October 
4th 2000. 

The Public Art project is using £16,000 
for a public art project which will work 
in the area. The public art project will 
have a positive influence on the local 
environment, be accessible to the 
public and provide education on the 
issues and benefits of public art.
